taina a smell a pert pent la Madrid with his 
Alleged wife. Countess lies Von Fiakel- 
etein, a eell-educated vosu who is very 
bitter shout the mt. According to the 
United States Air Attache In Madrid , tbelr 
oootacte laclode large numbers of the Sax* 
SS "Old Guard, 0 of ebon a great many un- 
doubtedly reside In Spain la on effort to 
lose their former identities. Villi 
Uesssrchaltt , who visited Spain la March 
1951 , was ssen frequently with Skorxeay; 
and, on a trip to Lisbon la June, Skorxany 
set one of the outstanding nlr sees of the 
Gerv&n Luftwaffe, one Haas Ulrich ftudal, 
ex-Li. General, who Is now living In 
Argentina and • Jfroa time to tine lending 
services regarding air matters to the 
Argentine Air Force. 

Aa a resident of Spain, Skorxany 
appears to be enjoying the confidence of 
certain high ranking members of the Span- 
ish High General Staff, frequently seeing 
Lt. General Joan Vlgon Suero Piss, Chief 
of the High General Staff; Lt. General 
Agustin Monos Grandee, Captain General, 
First Region, who formerly cou ended the 
Spanish "Blue Division" which fought in 
Russia; sad Major General Arsenio Martinas 
do Canpos, Deputy Chief of Staff, High 
General Staff. Skorseny la also believed 
to be on very good terms with Major Gener- 
al Eduardo Gallarxa-Gonxales Irregori, 
Minister of Air.

On several occasions, Skorxany has 
stated to the 05 Air Attache that the 
Spanish High General Staff are very 
anxious to enter into a bilateral agree- 
ment for mutual defense with the United 
States. He claims the chief difficulty is 
that the Spanish are too proud to ask for 
the aaeaure themselves , end wish that the 
matter oould be broached by m third party 
to tbs United States. Spain la, however, 
according to Skorseny, adamant In her de- 
sire to remain out of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation, wanting no part of a 
"plan doomed to failure." Ha claims that 
Spain would definitely fight anywhere In 
Europe, given the proper equipment, a 
chance to train at least a year, and the 
opportunity to observe the probable capa- 
bilities of her would-be allies, l.«. , 
France, Belgium and Holland. Skorseny, 
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Although he lutes the British, feels that 
they are the only good ally at present, 
but he doubts that they would send another 
expeditionary force to Europe in the event 
the Continent wan lost. 

Skorxeay'a prlaary Interest appears 
to be to find a position as a professional 
soldier, a trade in which be excels. Be 
h*« spoken of a scheme offered to the 
Spanish High General Staff last August, 
which was authored fcy German General Heins 
Coder lan, recently elected to the steering 
co malt tee of the new German veterans’ or-

Sea Page 3). The plan involved the 
training of a cadre of coasandos composed 
of 5,000 troop* of say nationality who 
wanted to fight against the "couaon eaeny". 
Skorteny chaaplons the cause of these 
nationals of other countries who fought 
with tba Germans against the Russians and 
who are now held In prison as German col- 
laborators in their respective countries. 
He evidently envisages their release free 
prison to serve as members of the proposed 
comondo cadre, which mould become the 
nucleus of a n** Genian anqr to combat the 
Soviets* The former Baal has not clari- 
fied his stand regarding the participation 
of Gorman units in the Western defense 
system, and it la quite likely that a unit 
formed by him would be permeated with a 
desire to avenge the Kami defeat by the 
Soviet a, rather than with a sincere wlah 
to cooperate with the Western nations if 
the Soviets attacked a nation other than 
Germany. 

Skorxeny recently published an ac- 
count of his military exploits during 
World War II , entitled Skorxettr'e Secret 
Missions * These exploits Include the re- 
capture of Mussolini for Hitler in 1943, 
the overthrow of the Hungarian government 
In October 1944 to bolster the German 
eastern front, and the use of bohind-tha- 
line ovandos which seriously threatened 
certain sections of the Allied front dur- 
ing the Battle of tbs Bulge. Skorxexy 
further avers that be worked with Hitler 
and flimsier in planning tbs bcnbii^ of lew 


fork with rocket weapons, and that he was 
head of the * secret army* which enforced 
Heal demands on Petals. The onto bio- 
grapher, who without bragging has a rather 
high opinion of hie prowess, is bitter 
over tbs Ions of revenue from the sale of 
his book in the United States. The 
Treasury Department has Informed him that 
all profits from the book will remain In 
the United States Inananrh as German 
assets are fronen by law. His wife proba- 
bly accurately reflected Skoneqy's unre- 
constructed attitude whan she supposedly 
said, "Do you realise that our money, 
going to the U. S. Treasury, is actually 
paying for re-arming the French* 

Skorseqy was admittedly a clever 
master planner, especially in the use of 
shock or commando troops, but the OS Air 
Attach? f e lt that he seemed rather ill In- 
formed on the overall or strategic concept 
of warfare. In aqy future conflict, Skor- 
fteqy could be expected to washover himself 
Into a position demerging great courage 
and skill in devising further exploits 
stilted to his particular t slants. He In 
apparently anxious to perpetuate his re- 
putation In ooBDectloa with upheavals, 
'"whether political or military, until as 
opportunity for real action presents it- 
self. For example, he informed the U. S. 
Air Attache in Juno 1951 that a friend bed 
Just arrived fruit Germany stating that 
Chancellor Adenontr of the German federal 
Republic bod decided that Skorseqy obvi- 
ously was fostering a revolution la Ger- 
many mads up of personnel who are discon- 
tented with the present Conan Government . 
His connection with neo-Warl treads la 
Germany is obscure, but It is entirely 
possible that Rkorxaiy, with his ability 
to remain In contact with largo rafters of 
prominent members of the Maxi "Old Guard," 
could lead to ths whereabouts of moqy 
missing Germans. It is obvious that Skor- 
seny, still a young man, has no Intention 
of living a quiet life la exile. Observa- 
tion of Ms future activities, in tbs 
light of Ms militaristic background, 
should prove highly Interesting. 
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
